America,  AMERICANA.  Oh,  you  bitch.  It's  time  to  tal<e 
the  eagle  bv  the  claws  again  and  shake  it;  in  hopes  of  an  egg 
perhaps: 

/  say  we  had  best  look  our  times  and  lands  search- 
ingly  in  the  face,  like  a  physician  diagnosing  some  deep  di- 
sease. Never  was  there,  perhaps,  more  hollowness  of  heart 
than  at  present,  and  here  in  the  United  States.  Genuine  be- 
lief seems  to  have  left  us.  The  underlying  principles  of  the 
States  are  not  honestly  believed  in  I  for  all  this  hectic  glow, 
and  these  melodramatic  screamingsl,  nor  is  humanity  itself 
believed  in.  What  penetrating  eye  does  not  everywhere  see 
through  the  mask  ?  The  spectacle  is  appalling.  We  live  in  an 
atmosphere  of  hypocrisy  throughout.  The  men  believe  not 
in  the  women,  nor  the  women  in  the  men.  A  scornful  super- 
ciliousness rules  in  literature.  The  aim  of  all  the  literateurs  is 
to  find  something  to  make  fun  of.  A  lot  of  churches,  sects, 
etc.,  the  most  dismal  phantasms  I  know,  usurp  the  name  of 
religion.  Conversation  is  a  mass  of  badinage.  From  deceit  in 
the  spirit,  the  mother  of  all  false  deeds,  the  offspring  is  al- 
ready incalculable. 

Walt  Whitman,  sobered  from  the  exuberance  of  Song  of 
Myself  by  the  Civil  War,  wrote  the  above  passage  in  1871, 
exactly  a  century  ago,  in  Democratic  Vistas.  As  now,  there 
have  always  been  people  who  have  seen  —  transubstantiating 
vision  into  history  is  another  matter. 


A  prophet  is  a  seer  and  not  an  arbitrary  dictator,  says 
Blake.  Someone  who  goes  deep  enough  and  'ooks  hard 
enough  to  get  things  right.  We  have  selected  five  major  re- 
presentatives of  an  American  Prophetic  for  presentation  in  a 
series; 

Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  —  in  whose  work  is  for  the  first 
time  realized  the  struggle  to  define  an  American  national 
voice  in  letters  and  an  aesthetic  to  accompany  it  without 
compromising  the  standards  inherited  from  the  classical  and 
Hebraic  traditions  —  to  use  the  arts  to  articulate  a  spirit  and 
a  vision. 

Walt  Whitman  —  who  fulfilled  Emerson's  prophecy  of  a 
poet  of  American  democracy;  then  lived  through  the  struggle 
of  going  unrecognized  and  the  cataclysm  of  the  Civil  War. 

Ezra  Pound  -  who,  despite  foolishnesses,  continued  an 
American  prophetic  voice  into  the  twentieth  century;  sig- 
nificantly recreated  what  counts  as  English  verse,  coaxed, 
cajoled,  scolded,  and  published  virtually  all  of  the  major  po- 
ets in  English  of  his  generation;  and  ransacked  the  poetry  of 
every  tradition  and  language  he  could  get  his  hands  on  to 
discover  "the  gristly  roots  of  ideas  going  into  actions." 

William  Carlos  Williams  —  who  stayed  home  while  Pound 
went  roving;  and  struggled  to  articulate  the  fibres  of  Amer- 
ica —  of,  to  use  the  title  of  one  of  his  books,  the  American- 
grain,  as  they  emanated  from  his  native  turf. 

Allen  Ginsberg  -  on  whom  the  story  is  not  yet  in,  but 
who  influences  the  rhythms  even  of  this  piece;  and  who, 
more  than  any  other  writer,  is  identified  with  that  prophetic 
strain  in  American  letters  in  our  own  generation. 


What  happens  if  you  make  a  distinction  between  what 
you  tell  your  friends  and  what  you  tell  your  Muse?  The 
problem  is  to  break  down  that  distinction:  when  you  ap- 
proach the  Muse  to  talk  as  frankly  as  you  would  talk  with 
yourself  or  your  friends. 

Allen  Ginsberg  (in  Paris  Review  371 

Throughout  November  KPFK  will  present  the  saga  of 
Ginsberg's  attempts  to  break  down  that  distinction  through 
poetry.  Ginsberg  has  collected  and  read  all  of  his  poetry  to 
date  for  release  on  a  forthcoming  record  set.  The  accumu- 
lated body  of  work  amounts  to  an  impressive  thirty-four 
hours  of  tape,  most  of  which  we  will  broadcast  at  frequent 
intervals  in  November. 

Ginsberg  is  in  essence  a  poet  in  an  oral  tradition;  con- 
veying immense  power  in  the  delivery  as  well  as  in  what  he 
calls  the  transcription  of  consciousness.  His  voice  is  also 
what  Mailer,  in  The  Seige  of  Chicago,  describes  as  "one  of 
the  most  powerful  and  hypnotic  instruments  of  the  Western 
world."  It  is  fitting,  then,  that  his  complete  collected  poetry 
first  appears  in  oral  form,  and  that  it  is  first  "published" 
through  Pacifica. 


Life  at  LIFE  ON  EARTH 

For  several  months  the  KPFK  News  Department  has  been 
experimenting  with  ways  to  improve  the  news:  not  the  con- 
tent —  that's  out  of  our  hands  —  but  the  form,  the  way  we 
present  the  news  to  you.

5:00  pm,  Steve  Tyler  hosts  "Dealing,"  60  minutes  of  news, 
rock  music,  special  features,  and  reports.  We  will  adopt  the 
style  of  "advocacy  journalism":  our  news  will  no  longer  pre- 
tend to  be  objective  —  any  newsman  will  tell  you  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  "objectivity"  —  we  will  concentrate  on  the  un- 
popular view,  the  repressed  or  suppressed  idea,  the  other 
side  of  the  news. 

Then,  at  6:00  pm,  Mike  Model  will  anchor  "Life  On 
Earth,"  also  sixty  minutes  long,  incorporating  news  analyses 
by  commentators  with  opinions  on  a  story  of  the  day.  Also 
included  will  be  a  behind-the-scenes  look  at  the  news  —  when 
we  cover  a  story,  we  will  try  to  bring  you  a  feeling  for  the 
subjective  bubbles  around  the  fringes  of  hard  facts. 

Our  "Op  Ed"  page  -  a  steal  from  the  New  York  Times  - 
will  be  heard  from  time  to  time  during  this  block.  On  it 
news  columnists  will  express  different  opinions  on  and 
around  a  single  story,  with  the  resources  of  KPFK  News  also 
coming  to  bear. 

KPFK  News  will  not  change  its  standards  of  what  makes 
news  or  how  the  stories  are  treated  —  we  hope  the  changes 
will  excite  you  and  help  you  to  become  better  informed. 

Let  us  know  what  you  think. 


"Many  of  those  who  remained  (to  face  the  po- 
lice) were  still  nominally  pacifists  —  they  believed  in 
non-violence,  in  the  mystical  interposition  of  their 
body  to  the  attack,  as  if  the  violence  of  the  enemy 
might  be  drained  by  the  spiritual  act  of  passive  resis- 
tance over  the  years,  over  the  thousands,  tens  of  thou- 
sands, hundreds  of  thousands  of  beatings  over  the 
years.  So  Ginsberg  was  speaking  now  to  them. 

"The  police  looking  through  the  plexiglas  helmets 
were  then  obliged  to  watch  the  poet  with  his  bald 
head,  soft  eyes  magnified  by  horn-rimmed  glasses,  and 
massive  dark  beard,  utter  his  words  in  a  croaking 
speech.  He  had  been  gassed  Monday  night  and  Tuesday 
night,  and  had  gone  to  the  beach  at  dawn  to  read 
Hindu  tantras  to  some  of  the  Yippies,  the  combina- 
tion of  the  chants  and  the  gassings  had  all  but  burned 
out  his  voice,  his  beautiful  speaking  voice,  one  of  the 
most  powerful  and  hypnotic  instruments  of  the  West- 
ern world  was  down  to  the  scrapings  of  the  throat 
now,  raw  as  flesh  after  a  crettage. 

"  'The  best  strategy  for  you,'  said  Ginsberg,  'in 
cases  of  hysteria,  overexcitement,  or  fear,  is  still  to 
chant  OM  together  ....'"

"Even  when  we  v;ere  still  in  Benares,  I  had  preferred  more  than 
anything  else  to  stay  alone  and  play  with  my  brother's  musical 
instruments,  lose  myself  in  thrilling  stories,  or  act  out  plays 
in  front  of  the  mirror,  taking  the  parts  of  the  hero,  the  lover, 
the  villain  in  turn.   I  had  no  brothers  or  sisters  close  to  my 
age,  and  there  were  no  other  children  my  age  nearby.   In  fact, 
I  had  private  tutors  for  some  years  and  didn't  go  to  a  regular 
school  until  I  was  about  seven.   From  then  on,  I  carried  around 
a  whole  world  of  imaginative  fantasies  inside  myself,  and  the 
more  books  I  read  and  the  more  plays  and  films  I  saw,  the  more 
intricate  grew  this  invented  universe.   Much  later,  this  fantasy 
world,  my  loneliness,  and  my  efforts  to  grasp  something  unreachable 
all  found  expression  through  my  music." 

from  MY  MUSIC,  MY  LIFE  by  Ravi  Shankar 

Ravi  Shankar  was  born  in  the  holiest  of  Indian  cities.   Benares 
(Varanasi)  on  April  7,  1920.   As  a  child  of  ten  he,  two  brothers 
and  his  mother  accompanied  the  brilliant  eldest  brother,  Uday, 
to  Paris  along  with  a  small  group  of  Indian  dancers  and  musicians. 
Uday  had  given  up  a  career  of  promise  in  painting  to  become  a 
dancer  and  it  was  his  dream  to  show  to  the  western  world  the 
wonders  of  the  Indian  performing  arts.   The  young  Ravi  attended 
school  in  Paris,  listened  endlessly  to  music  of  all  kinds  and 
became  more  and  more  involved  as  a  participant  in  the  performances 
and  tours  of  the  "Uday  Shankar  Company  of  Hindu  Dancers  and 
Musicians."   He  played  many  instruments  and  learned  to  dance,  but 
gradually  music  alone  became  his  great  concern. 

When  Ravi  was  fourteen,  Ustad  Allaudin  Khan  joined  the  troupe, 
leaving  behind  his  yound  son  Ustad  All  Akbar  Khan,  now  the  great 
sarod  player.   Khansahib  was  a  master  of  innovative  genius  who 
bridged  the  many  styles  and  techniques  of  India's  musical  heritage, 
enriching  her  tradition  hitherto  confined  to  narrow  specialization. 

"Baba  (Allaudin  Khan)  stayed  with  our  troupe  for  nearly  a  year, 
and  during  all  those  months,  I  was  his  guide,  interpreter,  helper 
and  special  companion  ...  Baba  often  repeated  to  me  before  he  left 
that,  although  I  had  much  talent  and  he  would  love  to  teach  me,  it 
would  be  possible  for  me  to  learn  with  him  only  if  I  could  give  up 
the  sparkle  and  easy  fame  of  my  artist's  life  in  Europe  and  come 
to  the  little  town  of  Maihar,  where  he  lived,  and  spend  many  years 
with  him. " 


The  young  Ravi  became  his  disciple,  submitting  to  years  of  discipline 
and  devotion,  lived  in  isolation,  and  emerged  to  become  a  singular 
experience  in  the  worlds  of  music  east  and  west.

Louis  Tackwood,  self-described asenfproi/ocateor  and 
paid  informer  for  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department,  ap- 
proached members  of  CRIC  (Citizen's  Research  and  Investi- 
gation Committee)  and  announced  his  intention  to  rev^l  the 
extent  and  details  of  his  activities  for  the  LAPD  over  the  past 
ten  years. 

It  is  not  our  intention  here  to  reiterate  the  information 
disclosed  by  Mr.  Tackwood,  but  only  to  remind  you  that 
his  is  the  kind  of  story  that  KPFK,  and  only  KPFK,  can 
bring  you  without  fear  of  reprisals  from  sponsors  or  special 
interest  groups.  You  heard  it  first  on  KPFK,  and  you  will 
continue  to  hear  important  stories  such  as  this  so  long  as 
you  continue  to  support  your  community  radio  station.
